Vurthi'Tcore it Is doubtful wbethei John 
Tally JIMS ever one of tbe oiigiaal owners 
of tho land on tho Bristol Bide, either 
becauH* the rights intended to be located 
there when tile map wag made were aft- 
erwards laid out elsewhere or because he 
sold Ins warrant before the patents wore 
made ont and issued to tho purchasers. 
His niitne does not'appear in the list of 
those to whom the patents wore made 
out.

Paul's Epistles begin with the announce- 
ment that ho is tne author of them. He 
speaks in tbe first person and often 
mentions his name. The writer of He- 
brews does not 
announce Ma author- 


ship, does not mention bis name and 
does not speak in tbe first person, until 
the last chapter, bat from that chapter 
it is an epistle and not a general disser- 
tation. St. Paul is full of theologinal 
reasonings and practical admonitions. 
Hebrews has hardly any of either 
but 


there nre almost as many poetical quo- 
tations In the whole book of Hebrews as 
In the whole of Si. Paul's Epistle. In the 
first chapter of only fourteen 
verses 


there are seven snob. 


When our Saviour speaks of this gen- 


eration not passing away until all these 
things be fulfilled he evidently does not 
mean n generation as we understand it, 
either with reference to tbe end of tbe 
world or tbe destruction of 
Jerusalem. 


Tbe latter event did not take place for 
forty years when that generation had 
passed away. Be means we think, the 
generation of Adam—the sinful humanity 
for whom fie died, they will continue al- 
ways oven when thu present existing 
heaven and earth shall have passed away

in the business themselves. It is not 
only a proposition of nealth and comfort 
but a question of making money. 


The first year it will take $14,000 to 


o]>erate the municipal plant—$7,500 fcr 
the interest and sinking fund to retire 
bonds and $6,500 for operating expenses. 
The assessed valuation of the borough is 
$-j,800,000 and a siity^cent tax will pay 
nil the eipenseH and give every home in 
town free filtered water, clear as the 
morning dew, tbe year 
around. 
A 


property assessed at $500 would pay an 
Annual tai of three dollars and could 
liave free municipal water. A property 
assessed at (1000 would pay six dollars 
mid could have free water, and so on. The 
Water Company charges seven dollars for 
the first "draw." The mill owners, who 
lire the heaviest tax payers, would pay 
tha biggest water tax without drawing a 
drop of water from the municipal plant. 


Each year the bonded debt would be 


lessened and the tax correspondingly de- 
creased, as required by law, until at the 
end of thirty years the borough would 
own the plant clear of all debt.

pany was opposed to any reform and 
the macs of the people indifferent, so the 
matter dropped. It seems now as though 
something may come of the movement 
looking toward an increased supply ol 
pure water for domestic purposes. The 
chief factor in opposition to any move- 
ment ot this kind ia the almost childish 
fear displayed by many of increase in 
taxes. 


You cannot get something for nothing, 


and if the people are tired of drinking 
the diluted mud, sand and coal dust thai 
is served out to them, then they must 
make up their winds to pay for improve- 
ments. 


INCREASED RENTAL TALK. 


Some property owners have already an- 


nounced that if tbe town is bonded and 
local taxes made higher they will simply 
increase rentals and thus come out 0. K. 


This is logical, buUit is somewhat of a 


puzzle to those who know the ruling rate 
of wages prevailing, with the increase* 
cost of living, how the average tenant is 
going to raise the additional one, two or 
three dollars per month that will be de- 
manded. 


With the present scarcity of bouses, 


not only here but in all neighboring 
towns, it is likely that the landords' de- 
mands will be met; nevertheless tba 
does uot lessen the 
hardship to tbe 


worker. 


SEWERAGE QUESTION. 


There is another matter that causes 


comment. That is, what has become o: 
tbe question of sewering the town? Tha 
subject seems to have been relegated to 
the background. 


Yet, if we get good pure drinking wa 


ter, whetner through municipal owner 
ship of the Water Works or by the install 
ation of a filtering plant by the piesen 
Water Company, a great point will be 
gained. Still the sewerage question i 
an important one and will make itsel 
heard in no uncertain way, if the pre 
sent overcrowded condition oC some por 
tions of our town continue for 
length of time.

A Su Francisco Letter. 


Mrs. Harry Chambers, of Bristol, re- 
el ved the following vefy interesting let- 
er from her brother, of San Francisco, 
mho details tbe awful havoc caused by 
aithquake and fire: 


Oakland, Oal., April 21, 1096. 


Dear Sister:—You will probably know 
) much abont our earthquake as we do 


before this reaches you. You cannot 
conceive the condition that everything 


as been in since and the fact of tbe city 
jeing on fire ever since the ehoclc makes 
C RO much more terrible and then our 
own city was badly shattered. 
The 


most of our large buildings were badly 
lamaged, several wooden dwellings en- 
,irely collapsed. The terrible ancertata- 
y of tbe late of the San Francisco peo- 
ple, as the whole of this side of the city 
next as was in flamoa cutting oft tbe 
:errl88 b; which they could Dave left, of 
course we did not know but that half the 
city was wiped out. All kinds of rumors 
were afloat Wednesday evening.

D and suggested that we make an effort 
;o get over to San Francisco with them BO 
wo started and walked out to the Mole, 
that is tbe end of the pier that the trains 
run out about two miles in tbe buy to 
take the boats tor San Francisco, and we 
v?ere fortunate enough to get on board ae 
the people were lauding withont being 
seen. They had already started to bring 
people over here as soon as they found 
there was a sate way. The people in a 
certain district flooded to the ferries and 
tbe boats were aot allowed to take any- 
one over (roir, tiijs Bide. Some pf the 
employees saw na after we got aboard 
and we expected to to be put 
off 
but 


they did not trouble na. It was tbe 
most teruble sight I ever saw or ever 
will see. After landing we had about 
200 yards to walk through the immense 
ferry building, thoo after we got through 
and looked back and up at the 50 foot 
tower and saw that the base of it was 
half crumbled away I felt a little nervous 
about passing under it again for a very 
little sbake would cause it to,tumble, but 
we were lucky enough to make the trip 
without any mishap. I ivould not have 
missed the trip for $50. It was a grand 
sight from Oakland, but from the boat it 
was botn grand and terrible. As we passed 
from the Ferry building it is beyond me 
to describe, the scene where stood eome 
of the finest buildings of the city, now 
only a heap of burning ruins. The light 
from tbe fire lit everything up as light 
as day. 
The pavements were all cracked, 


the widest about three inches. It gave 
me a curious sensation as I stood and 
reviewed the awful destruction, tbe roar 
of the tri, tbe terrific explosions, as 
they blew up the buildings with dyna- 
mite, that shook the ground so that we 
imagined another earthquake. 
It re 


minded me of war. 
Well, I have always 


been glad I had rny war experience and 
as long as this had to be, I am glad to 
have this experience, but I do not wanl 
any more of either. I was not the least 
bit frightened with the earthquake, 
was awake at the time and lay still in 
bed, or rather still as I conld. I felt flf 
if a giant the size of a mountain but 
the house in his grasp and was shaking 
it beck and forth trying to wrench il 
from its foundation. I thought, well I 
am safest right here, no chimney to fall 
on me, the only thing the plastering may 
fall. I grasped a big pillow from the 
tront of my bed, I thought in case I see 
it coming I will cover my face. It did 
not injure our bouse only cracked our 
walls some, a few pictures and some 
vases fell. 
Finally I heard little "Hon- 


ey " scream, then I jumped or fell out of 
bed. 
As I opened my door Mr. M. with 


"Honey" clinging to him rushed into the 
hall, opened tbe front door, Mrs. M. sank 
down in the doorway and fainted. 
I 


rushed to the kitchen for water and she 
revived, most everyone else in the blooK 
were in the middle of the street in their 
night clothes. A lady opposite us re- 
fused to go into the bouse, her husband 
brought her clothing and she dressed in 
tbe street. Tbe cement walk in front of 
the house buckled np a little, our chim- 
ney did not even crack, although most 
every chimney in sight of us went down. 
The fourth bouse west of us moved five 
feet east of its foundation and crushed 
right down. 
But I believe no one was 


hurt. But to show you how busy I, and 
In fact, all have been since, I have not 
bad time to Inquire. We have been go- 
ing night and day to do all we could to 
relieve people from the city, Sao Francis- 
co. They have been pouring into Oak- 
land ever since by the thousand. Our 
two wagons bave been going steady all 
tbe time. This is Sunday and I have 
been out since 7 o'clock carrying pro- 
visions and people different ways. My 
partner, Mr. Borland, started 
at one 


o'clock to taue a load outside the city, 
to a camp and will not be in until six. 
One of our men has the other team, so 
that gives me a chance to finish this let- 
ter. 
I started this yesterday but have 


been interrupted do times, 
Tha paper I 


send will tell you more than I can but 
when you will get them 
or this is a 


question. 
Tbey say the letters are 


stacked to tbe ceiling in the postoffice, 
no one has any stamps. Our store was 
one of the headquarters for securing and 
distributing clothing, 
until yesterday, 


they moved to a church near here. I 
stand In a store the rest of the day to di- 
rect people where to go, A dozen times 
as I stood in tha door, I turned and 
walked to the back of the store to avoid 
seeing sad cases that I would see com- 
ing along the street. I have never had 
anything that gave me such a shock. 
Last evening is the first meal I have eat- 
en with any relish. When I got into bed 
Wednesday night, or rather, Thursday 
morning, I raised my shades way up. 
My windows face San Francisco, my bed 
was in a position that every time I 
opened my eyes I could see the whole of 
tbe reflection in the sky and I think I 
opened them twenty times before day- 
light. Brother Will went over to San 
Francisco to see to his goods and I was 
afraid he had met with some misfortune. 
He sent the telegram as soon as he 
came back, but they tell me it may not 
get through for a week yet. Of course 
we stand to lose some through the cal- 
amity but we won't kick, when I think 
now many are so much worse off. 


Oakland, April 29. 


It is surprising to witness tbe energy 


that is being put forth to clean the 
streets and tbe ruins eo many firms are 
making every endeavor to start anew. It 
is going to be a great thing for Oakland, 
a great many firms and plants of differ- 
ent kinds will locate here permanently. 
I think all the old residents will re. 
main, some that have been here only a 
short time have left fur good they say, 
but they will come back eventually for 
they will realize that California is tbe 
only place to live for all its earthquakes.

E. Dixon, the State Commissioner of 
Health: 


Harrisbnrg, May 1, 1906. 


Secretary Board of Health, 


Bristol Fa., 


As Commissioner 
of Health I am 


charged to preserve the purity of the 
waters of the State for the protection of 
public 
health. 
Soon after the virgin 


waters leave their source they become, in 
many instances, unnecessarily polluted 
by sewage and thereby rendered unfit for 
drinking and domestic 
purposes and 


made the indisputable vehicle of infec- 
tion, with its attendant widespread sick- 
ness and death. 


Many of the sources of pollution are 


found to exist within the boroughs, towns 
and cities of the State whare a Board of 
Hiialtb is organized to maintain health- 
ful conditions. 


Where there is -no organized local 


health board, the State Department pro- 
poses to abate nuisances; bat within 
boroughi and city limits, it ought not 
to be necessary for tbe State Health 
Commissioner to initiate proceedings. 


Therefore, you are earnestly requested 


to put into execution this spring • vigi- 
lent campaign against common nuis- 
ances, and cause every private source of 
stream pollution within your jurisdiction 
to be removed. To this end I shall be 
glad to extend such encouragement and 
assistance as my department may be able 
t« render.

Bromley Wkarton for Harbor Muter. 


A stand taken by the Maritime Ex- 


change, of Philadelphia, on Friday of 
last week, was regarded as indicating 
ground for believing that Governor P»n- 
nypacker might solve the Harbor Master- 
ship problem by appointing his secretary, 
Bromley Wharton, to the Maloney va- 
cancy, says the Philadelphia Kecord. A 
large number of tbe members of the Ez 
change held a special meeting called at 
tbe request of the secretary, to take ac- 
tion upon the expediency of Indorsing 
Captain William S. Samuels for Harbor 
Master. Captain Samuels, however, had 
eeot word to President Holton, before the 
meeting, announcing his withdrawal as a 
candidate, on the ground that, after care- 
ful consideration, he did lot think it 
right that the Exchange should get miied 
up in politics. 


Later it was learned that many re- 


quests bad been rushed to the -Governor 
from men prominent in shipping circlet, 
as well as from citizens familiar with Mr. 
Wharton's work in Harrisburg, urging 
that tbe latter be appointed Harbor Mas- 
ter. 


It wai believed that a majority of the 


members of the Maritime Exchange pri- 
vately favored Mr. W bar ton's candidacy. 
It is argued that among his qualifications 
is the fact that he was appointed United 
States Customs Examiner 16 years ago, 
and acquired -from tbe Government ser- 
vice B great deal of experience relative 
to tbe business of this port. He resigned 
from the customs service in order to take 
part in tbe Spanish-American war, as 
corporal of tha First City Troop. Later 
be was made lieutenant of Battery 0, of 
Phoeuixville. Mr. Wharton'i home is in 
Bristol township. 


A Denial Accepted. 


"I'he Rev. W. H. Bown wishei to em-

The Explosion on the Kearsarge. 


Tbe following is copied from a letter 


written to his mother by a former Bristol 
boy, who is now in the navy and tells of 
tbe explosion which occurred on board 
tbe battleship Kearsarge: 


Guantanamo, Cuba, 


April, 18, 


U. S. Ship West Virginia. 


Thinking possibly you read in the pa- 


pers before about the explosion on the U. 
3. S, Kearsarge, I take this opportunity 
of acquainting you with the real facts of 
the case. 


As we were laying in Tangnilla, Cuba, 


prior to receiving orders after terminat- 
ing our target practice on April 12th, 3.30 
p. m., we heard a terrific explosion 
and 


aa we directed our gaze to the target 
range where tbe Kearsarge was having 
taiget practice with their forward 8-inch 
turret guns, we knew an .explosion bad 
occurred but did not know tbe exact na- 
ture of th-3 accident until the Kearaarge 
dropped anchor shortly afterward. 


She signalled over that eight men were 


killed and one mortally wounded and 
that tbe accident occurred after the 
bugle sounded "cease firing" and they 
were extracting th» charge, (two powder 
bags an 18-inch shell) from the breech of 
the gun. 
It exploded and scorched one 


man in tbe port hood to a crisp. 


We afterward proceeded to Gnantamo 


Bay, Cuba, to the Naval Cemetery, ar- 
riv«d Sunday afternoon. We all went 
ashore to witness tbe last sad rites per- 
formed by Chaplain McGinty from our 
ship and as the clarion notes of the bugle 
sounded "taps" I thought ot the 
loved 


ones at home mourning tbe loss of tbe 
brave heroes who died at their post cf 
duty.
